From the Harbinger. 
A FEW WORDS ABOUT ‘THOMAS HOOD. 


When a true, good man dies, the angels, which have 
spiritual relations with the destiny of the living, weep. 
This is an all-important fact, which it is a matter of 
life and death for our souls to know, so that we may be 
ever and perpetually renewing our certainty of the Di- 
vine World, and its sympathy for our mortal one. But 
the mere, simple fact,— which is all we need,—-has been 
so overlaid and be-commonplaced by maudlin poets and 
writers of epitaphs, obituaries, and other inanities, that 
one, to get real good of it, must forget that he has ever 
scen it before. Yes, yes,—the angels weep when a good 
man dies,—let us never forget that. ‘They weep, not for 
him, now. glorious like themselves, and united to the 
symmetrical group from which his soul was a dismem- 
bered fragment,—but for us who remain with so much 
more sterility, and coldness and heartlessness, in the 
world, and so much lessiof life and the light of love to 
resist its darksome horrors, and cheer us on our way.— 
Yes,—when a strong, good man dies, all the Heavens 
weep for those who are left behind. . 

Hood was a man for all the world tolove,;to twine 
their hearts around, He-was.a Wit, only | ecause wit 
is the lightning of love,—the sweet summer lightning 
which hurts not,—-and, because he was all full,—brain, 
heart, and soul,—of love. .He.astounded. with his in- 
nocent ignorance, his infantile wiles and graces, with 
which he unconsciously won your heart. His capacity 
for loving was only limited by the Human Race ; he 
loved them, all, From the brilliant dashes of his pen 
came most musical thunder; never angry, growling, 
and deep, but pure and\clear. and joyous.asa bird. In 
all his swift throwing of kean shafts, never wounded h. 
any man’s or woman’s bosom. Evils, abuse, corrup- 
tions,—the gigantic shadows which stalk the world, 
blighting every shing, and poisoning every thing by 
their presence ;. with these be. held fierce, uncompromis- 
ing war; sometimes with heavy and sober weapon, 
hurled with admirable aim against the head of his ene- 
my, but more frequently with the lighter but not less 
effective armor of satire and wholesome mirth. For 
twenty long and dreary years, while his frame was 
racked with the sharpest pangsof disease, and his bran 
distracted by the cares and curses of poverty, his pen 
was an ever-flowing, an .ever-sparkling fountain of 
cheerful thoughts, noble aspirations, frolicksome humor, 
and contagious gaiety ; everythimg that could expand 





the withered heart of the poor, and lighten the burden 





woman no matter how deformed with unhealthful labor, 
or how attenuated and distorted by sleepless nights and 
foodless days, was ever arrayed in the angelic hues and 
lineaments, which are hers by the gift uf God, and 
of which a miserable a barbarous, a degraded, and bru- 
talized society could alone even have had the heart to 
despoil her. Nor could even her fearful fall, when, tor- 
tured by despair, and driven by the whip of hunger, 
and want, she yielded to glittering temptation, daunt 
his dauntless sympathy. . The surpassing tenderness 
and pity that poured itself out over the poor suicide, 
dragged from the wintry Thames, filled all his heart, 
and was ever ready to flow forth at the slightest sound 
of woe. 

During his life, although every body drank in every 
word that fell from his pen, as eagerly as the flowers 
drink in the silver dew, and felt both-heart and brain 
well nourished thereby, yet he was never profitably pop- 
ular to himself. True, his ‘‘ Comic Almanac,” and his 
“ Whims and Oddities ”. had a “ tremendous run ;” but 
the proceeds somehow fovnd means to miss Ais pocket, 
and he lived and wrought on in absolute poverty, while 
contending daily and hourly with an exhausting and 
agonizing disease, which he felt. was dragging him re- 
sistlessly to the grave, with his. great tasks all unfinish- 
ed, his bright destiny all unfnifilled. Can there be in- 
vgined a greater misery than. this? Dogs it not almost 
conjure up the picture of the chained Titian, upon whose 
vitals “ Heaven’s winged hound” fed constantly 7— 
Alas! how bitter must this cruel destiny have been, 
when even in the record of his last days, hept by the 
hand of idolizing affection, we read that his great. ago- 
ny at tee unfulfillment of his work on earth, wrung 
from his lips the oft-repeated exclamation, ‘ O, I cannot 
die! Icannotdie!’ It was not the painsof dissolution 
from which he shrank ; these he had calmly endured by 
the hour, and month, and year, withoutamurmur. But 
it was the incompleteness, the mutilation in which he 
must leave the intellectual fabric he was sent to build,— 
it was the thought that this half-constructed temple was 
alone to mark his passage across the field of time. 

But in the forty-first of his painful years came the ir- 
resistible mandate, and he yielded back his gentle spirit 
toGod, And now it begins to be discovered that he 
was, not merely a very popular author, but perhaps the 
greatest of living authors. Besides his suddenly-ex- 
panded fame, our Bulwers, and D’Israelis dwarf them- 
selves to pigmies. Strange as it is, yet true it also is, 
that the pretentious cavalcad of Zanonis, and Last Bar- 
ons, and Roman ‘Tribunes, and philosophic highway- 
men, and Young Dukes and other most exquisite char- 
acters, to whose wonderful exploits and experiences, the 
Literature of the Age devoted many large and imposing 
volumes, for which the writers wer knigted and sent to 
Parliament, feasted, feted, and fooled to the top of their 
bent,—are now overtop) ed and outshadowed by an 
humble maker of Comic Almanacs,—a manutacturer of 
quips and quidities,—a mere writer of commom metre 
versicles, such as 

THE SONG OF THE SHIRT. 


With fingers weary and worn, 
With evelids heavy and read ; 
A woman sat in unwomanly rags, 
Plying her needle and thread,— 
Stitch! stitch! stitch ! 
In poverty, hunger, and dirt, 
And still with a voice of dolorous pitch, 
She sang the “ Song of the Shirt !”

Would that its tone could reach the Rich! 
She sung this “ Song of the Shirt ! 


But the secret of the immense popularity of this man, 
and the wide-spread lament that follows his death is, 
that while other popular writers of England, write to 
the world as it is,—trim all their characters, speeches, 
and incidents to the present system, and the classes who 
are at present alone permitted to read and sit in judg- 
ment upon authors; Hood wrote to the mighty and 
struggling heart of England, of Humanity. This 
homely “ Song of the Shirt,” as well as “ The Bridge 
of Sighs,” touched a cancer whose roots Iay coiled 
around the life-strings of working, slaveing, starving, 
England, and a thrill ran through it, half shudder, half 
extacy, mingled with consciousness and a prophetic 
hope that, now the core of the disease had been’ probed, 
remedies must and would be discovered. And so they 
must and will; fainting hearts, hope on, trust on! while 
although he already sleeps in death, yet is his name be- 
come sacred to you and yours, ‘with that of stalwart 
Carlyle, and the Corn-Law Rhymer. 


We of course, have not attempted to furnish either a 
biography or a critique of Hood : our only purpose has 
been to record the thoughts we have of the man, of his 
mission here on earth, and of the way in which, so far 
as he was permitted, he has fulfilled it. To others we 
leave the more difficult, and perhaps far higher task of 
combining and perfecting his pereonal and literary his- 
tory, willingly confessing our own incapacity to perform 
it ; but to none do we yield in the deep love we bear the 
glorious memory of Thomas Hood. 

Had Hood been less of wit, less of a philanthropist, 
he would hhve been recognised as one of the most ex- 
quisite of English Poets, In addition to the two pieces 
to whica we have already alluded, and which instanta- 
neously acquired a popularity searcely realized by any 
single poem, long or short, of the century, there are the 
“ Dream of Eugene Aram,”—a most wildly powerful 
poem; and “ The Plea of the -Midsnmmer Faries,”— 
a worthy rememberance af Titania and Oberon, and 
their exquisite court of Shaksperian exhalations. And 
the following which we rescue fiom an old English 
maazine, where it appeared anonymously many years 
ago, seems to us to be possessed of the very Spirit of 
Poetry and Nature : ° 


Olady, leave thy silken thread 

And flowery tapestrie : 
There’s living roses on the tree; 

Stoop where thou wilt, thy careless hand 
Some random bud will meet: 

Thou canst tread, but thou wilt find, 
The daisy at thy feet. 


'Tis like the birthday of the world, 
When earth was bern in bloom ; 

The light is made by many dyes, 
The air is all perfume. 

There’s crimson buds'and-white, and blue,— 
The very rainbow show’rs 

Have turned to blossoms where they fell, 
And sown the earth with flowers. 


There’s fairy tulips in the East, 
The garden of the sun ; 

The very streams reflect the hues, 
And blossom as they run.

rienp Mike ;—Having had occasion to pass a few 
weeks in this “ God-forsakei.” place, and as it has long 
been a matter of discussion and controversy among the 
learned as to its correct situation, it may edify your rea- 
ders to know what part f the world it may be found 
in. I therefore submit to you the following :—Bergen is 
situated about 2 miles from Jersey City, and has hitherto 
escaped the observation of travellers; happy, however, 
in Yhis respect, if she had likewise escaped theif ifl-ia- — 
tured remarks and maledictions. There is, it is true, 
little here to attract the eye—a church, a store, and about 
a dozen “rum-mills,” (where “ rot-gut” and “ Jersey 
lightning” are sold in any quantity,) supply the spiritu- 
al and temporal wants of those who make up the small 
society. By some most extraordinary movement, they 
have managed to run, between this place and Jersey 
City, a four-whecled thing, yclept a stage, drawn by 
horses Jong ago mortgaged to the crows,, and Jersey 
dogs, and perhaps to. the Jersey Sandwich makers, so 
that the inhabitants who are wonderfully fond of news, 
generally catch the news of the day from the driver, ex- 
cept when they can get hold of the “Sub,” and then 
there is a general rush to hear if there is anything more 
about the Sandwich question. The population consists 
of about 150 Van Winkles, 100 Van Ripers, 100 Van 
Horns, and about 50 Van Burens—in all about 400 of 
the most close, stingy and miserly set you could find in 
the country. They keep all strangers and interlopers 
at a wary distance, intermartying, and are also remark- 
able for turning the penny the right way, and it is said 
to have been an ald ruie, established by one of the prim- 
ative financiers of Bergen, that no one should leave the 
place with more than six guilders in his pocket, or return 
with less than ten—a shrewd’ regalation, well worthy 
the attention of some of your modern political econo- 
mists, who ave so anxious to fix the balance of trade.—

Sir,—Pursuing the figure of the Romaw histori 
your classic reminiscences will doubtless remind you 
that Cesar, in the security of power and the madness of 
ambition, exclaimed, exultingly, on his way to the Sen- 
ate house, “ the Ides of March are come.” The solemn 
response to the exclamation was, “ Aye—but not gone.” 

Your political trial, Sir, has come, but not gone. Its 
commencement has nt been auspicious for yourself or 
your friends, if among the latter are to be ranked the 
honest democracy of our city. Appointed by a Presi- 
dent who owes his elevation to the indomitable energy 
of the democracy, to a situation of immense patronage, 
in which you might reward honesty, foster intellect, and 
relieve poverty—you have so far remained passive, with 
the exception of a solitary act, and in that you have 
evinced a disposition to favor the opponents of democra- 
cy, inthe re-appointment to office of one ef | er Litterest 
enemies, I mean, Sir, Matthew L. Davis, deputy collee- 
tor. [am aware, Sir, that to cover this act of political 
hostility to a party to whom you.owe your present posi- 
tion, your friends have asserted that the deputy was not 
actually removed. Another set of your officials has de- 
clared that many democrats petitioned you to restore him 
to office—to grant an exclusive privilege to a Federalist 
whose life has been devoted tothe defence of a bloated 
aristocracy—the subversion of the rights of the people— 
the perpetuity of monied monopolies. 

The veil which the fear of popular indignation has 
thus drawn before its object, is too flimsy to hide it from 
public scrutiny.

His removal was a high, holy and just sacrifice 
to Princiets. His restoration a reckless abandonment 
of political faith.
